JESUS THE GOOD SHEPHERD 


Golden Text: I am the good shep¬ 
herd: the good shepherd layeth down 
his life for the' sheep. John 10.11. 
Lesson: John 10.1-30. 

Devotional Reading: Psalm 23. 

Explanations and Comments 
The True Shepherd and the False 
Shepherds, verses 1-5.—This allegory 
Jesus spoke to comfort the man born 
blind (our '.esson last week), and to 
condemn the Pharisees who had ex¬ 
communicated the man and accused 
Jesus of being a sinner for* working a 
miracle on the Sabbath. 

“Verily, verily," Jesus began: by 
these words he drew attention to the 
importance of the discourse that was 
to follow, and also connected it with 
what had preceded. Then he pictur¬ 
ed an eastern sheepfold—a large, open 
enclosure with only one entrance,! 
where th e flocks of several shepherds 
are kept during the night—into which 
a thief seeks entrance by climbing 
up over the wall that encloses it, 
while the shepherd enters by the right 
way, through the door which the por¬ 
ter-opens for him. The sheep kfiow 
the shepherd’s voice and come at his 
call. He goes before them and they 
follow, while from a stranger they 
flee, because they know not his voice. 
The eastern flock is not driven, as In 
our country, but is led: so sute ls 
the Eastern shepherd that the sheep 
will follow that he does not even take 
the trouble to look behind.

.ady Byng Inspired by Rockies 


A settlement, to be known as the 
Clan Donald colony, comprising 100 
families and covering 30,000 acres 
of ldnd, will be established near Ver 
milion, Alberta, this spring, through 
a joint cdntract entered into by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, the Over¬ 
seas Settlement Committee and the 
Scottish Immigrant Aid Society. 
The railway has purchased the land 
and the Scottish Immigrant Aid 
Society is to secure the immigrants. 


One hundred all-steel 75-ton ore 
cars ordered by the Canadian Pa¬ 
cific Railway from the Canadian Car 
and Foundry Company, have now 
been completed and are ready for 
delivery. Each of the cars has a 
capacity of about eighty tons in a 
holding content of 1,230 cubic feet, 
and the wheels are of solid wrought 
steel. The cars will be largely used 
in the Sudbury district. 


Four students from British Uni¬ 
versities, c ompri sing the British Im¬ 
perial Debating Team, are now in
